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NATURE AND SCOPE OF OPERATIONS 

The Railroad and Public Utilities Commission and its operations are 
legally authorized by Article V. Section 35, Florida Constitution, f and 
Chapters 317, 320, 323, 347. 350, 352, 360, 364, 365 and 366 of the Florida 
Statutes. 

The Commission's function is to insure adequate and safe standards 

of service and fair and reasonable rates for such service to the public 
who use the commodity or service of the following classes of privately 
owned economic enterprises within the State of Florida: 

Motor transportation companies including bus and truck com- 
mon carriers, contract carriers, permit carriers, transportation 
brokers, and taxi-cabs, excluding exclusively intra-urban operations. 

Railroad common carriers Including express and pullman com- 
panies. 

Passenger and freight terminal facilities of the above. 

Ferries, toll bridges and canal companies. 

Private wire service. 

Electric and manufactured gas utilities. 

Telephone and telegraph companies. 

In performing the above function, the Commission conducts public 
hearings with delegated power to enforce resulting decisions, promulgates 
rules and regulations applicable to the economic activity under regulation, 
polices highways to prevent unlawful motor transportation operations. 
conducts safety checks of vehicles operating on highways, issues certificates 
of public convenience and necessity and permits to auto transportation 
and telephone companies when established requirements are met, issues 
franchises for operation of toll bridges and ferries, inspects and investi- 
gates utility and carrier operations and facilities to insure compliance with 
Commission rules and standards, and analyzes applications for security 
issues and self insurance. The Commission also functions to protect or 
further the interests of Florida before Federal Regulatory Agencies in mat- 
ters affecting major segments of the population or economy of the state. 

Most utilities regulated by the Commission are required to file formal 
reports regarding their operations at the end of the year. At the close of 
1958, the following types and number of utilities filed such reports:

MAJOR EVENTS DURING 1958 

During 1958, Tampa Electric Company petitioned the commission for 
a 7% rate of return on a proposed rate base of $100,251,238 or an in- 
crease in operating income of $1,655,346. The commission, after a public 
hearing and consideration of the record, awarded this utility a rate of 
return of 6.74% on a year end rate base of $97,145,138. This return after 
consideration of all factors resulted in a net increase in the utility's 
operating income of $765,300 or $890,046 less than the utility petitioned 
for. The commission by its order also equalized certain rates in the area 
served by Tampa Electric Company and established a new fuel clause 
adjustment which would give consideration to both generating efficiency 
and line losses as well as the actual cost of fuel. 

The electric utility subsequently petitioned the commission for recon- 
sideration of the order and at the close of 1958 a final order In the matter 
was still pending. 

On March 7, 1958, Southeastern Telephone Company, a telephone 
company serving a portion of northeastern Florida including Tallahassee, 
filed with the commission an application to increase its intrastate rates 
and charges. The majority of the commission granted the utilities request 
in May putting the increased rates in effect under $50,000 bond pending 
a formal hearing on the matter. Some three weeks later, the commission 
by a majority vote, revoked the temporary increase and directed the 
telephone utility to refund the monies it had collected while the tem- 
porary rates were in effect. As a result of this order of the commission, 
the telephone company sought and obtained an injunction from the cir- 
cuit court of Leon County enjoining the commission from enforcing its 
order revoking the temporary rate Increase and requiring a refund. The 
commission and other parties in the case appealed the decision of the 
circuit court to the District Court of Appeals, First District, which subse- 
quently reversed the circuit court, thus upholding the commission's second 
order revoking the temporary rate increase. 

The telephone utility filed with the court of appeals a petition for 
rehearing which was denied. Whether the Southeastern Telephone Com- 
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pany would exercise its right to appeal to the Supreme Court was not 
determined by the close of 1958. The commission In the meantime, how- 
ever, had completed a public hearing on the application and final decision 

was pending further court litigation. 

Also in 1958, the Florida Intrastate Bate Bureau on behalf of certain 
common carrier motor freight lines applied to the commission for a ten 
per cent increase in minimum and all other less-than-truc&oad rates and 
charges. After extensive hearings, the commission concluded in its order 
of October 29, 1958 that the common carrier truck lines involved had 
failed to prove that they were entitled to the increase applied for and, 
therefore, the application was denied in toto. 

An investigation of the adequacy, efficiency and sufficiency of the 
telephone service as rendered by the Southeastern Telephone Company 
to its customers in northeast Florida was conducted during the year. 
All parties desiring to be heard were invited to public hearings in Talla- 
hassee and Ft. Walton Beach. 

In 1958, initial studies began of the service rendered by the truck 
common carriers of freight in Florida. This later developed into a full 
scale investigation on a State wide level. 

Other actions of great importance but too numerous to mention 
specifically in this report were performed by the commission during the 
year. 



Office of the Executive Secretary 

The Executive Secretary is the chief administrative officer of the Com- 
mission and as such directs the handling of all official formal applications 

and cases and records official commission action. In addition, the Exec- 
utive Secretary answers numerous inquiries relating to commission affairs, 
approves purchases, and maintains official files. 

During the year 1958. the Executive Secretary's office set 175 cases 

for public hearing before the Commissioners or Commission Examiners 

In all parts of the state. A number of these cases required continued 
hearings. 

The Executive Secretary received and docketed 312 new applications 
and petitions from railroads and utilities under commission jurisdiction 
during the year and issued 572 formal orders. 317 of these orders related 
to motor transportation and 155 to telephone companies, railroads, Western 
Union, etc. 

The total amount of all fees payable to the Commission and deposited 
with the State Treasurer in 1958 was $105,687.64. Table I shows the type 
and amount of fees collected.

Finance Department- 

This department is vested with the responsibility of participating in 
all public hearings and formal conferences pertaining to rates, fares and 
charges, and informal conferences pertaining to financial ana accounting 
matters of the various utilities under the Jurisdiction of the commission. 
Approximately one hundred and fifty annual reports are submitted to 
this department each year. These reports are audited in detail and are 
subsequently amended or corrected by the utilities where necessary before 
final acceptance. 

On such occasions where the commission deems that it is advisable 
to intervene in Interstate affairs in the interest of Florida, this department 
attends hearings or conferences held before the Federal agency involved. 
The responsibility of this department in rate proceedings, whether before 
the Florida Commission or a Federal Commission, is to examine all testi- 
mony and related exhibits, compile data to be used for cross examination, 
and prepare exhibits and testimony to be introduced by members of the 
department as witnesses at the hearings. 

Field audits are Imperative to the efficient conduct of the department's 
affairs. At present the field audit division is comprised of a complement 
of four auditors; one located in the Miami area, one in the Jacksonville 
area and two in the Tampa -Orlando area. In addition auditors in Talla- 
hassee conduct the field audits in northwest Florida. With the limited 
staff, field audits, at present, are only conducted in the larger utilities. 
Reports are filed quarterly and from these reports the commission is 
informed of the earnings of the utilities. Special audits are made prior 
to rate cases and frequently the results are compiled In staff exhibits and 
testified to by the field auditors. 

During the year the staff of the Finance Department conducted fuel 
clause adjustment studies of the Florida electric and gas companies. Fuel 
clauses are based on an index price which is established on a lease price 
of a barrel of oil or its equivalent or in the terms of fuel to generate one 
K.W.H. of electricity. If the fuel price moves up or down, the rates to 
the consumer are adjusted proportionately. At a result of the fuel adjust- 
ment studies, in two recent rate proceedings, the fuel adjustment clauses 
in the rate tariffs were amended to comprehend Improved efficiency of gen- 
eration and transmission at a considerable saving to the consumer. Studies 
were also conducted on cost of capital which is an important segment in 
ascertaining the earning requirements of utilities. Evaluations of the 
rate processes of other state commissions and court decisions are observed 
to keep the Florida Commission abreast of the latest developments in 
rate procedure. 

All fiscal records of the commission were maintained in this Depart- 
ment, and the budget for the biennium 1959-61 as well as annual and 
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quarterly budgets were prepared by this Department.

Legal Department 



The Legal Department of the commission participates in public hear- 
ings, draws all orders pertaining to the decisions of the commission, 
prepares legal opinions and recommendations, serves as examiner in many 
public hearings, represents the commission before federal regulatory 
agencies and state and federal courts, and performs such other functions 
as may be assigned to it, from time to time, by the commission. 

The following is a digest of decisions from the Supreme Court of 
Florida which affect the commission, and which were handled by the 
Legal Department during the year 1958: 

COURT CASES 

ATLANTIC COAST LINE R. R. CO. v. BOYD, 102 So. 2d 709. 

Decided May 7, 1958, rehearing denied June 6, 1958. 

In this case the Supreme Court reversed an order of the com- 
mission and held that the Statute, Sec. 323.29, Florida Statutes, 
which provides that there shall be exempted from provisions of 
the law dealing with auto transportation companies, and from 
commission jurisdiction and control motor vehicles while engaged 
exWusively in transporting "goods, wares, merchandise, horticul- 
tural, agricultural" or logs, lumber or other forest products, fish, 
oysters and shrimp, and dairy products, from certain points should 
be construed as though the words "horticultural, agricultural" 
precede the words "goods, wares, merchandise," and that the Stat- 
utes exclude from commission jurisdiction the transportation of 
dolomite, but not sand, phosphatic sand, clay, and crushed rock. 

LEONARD BROS. TRANSFER AND STORAGE CO., INC., et al, v. 
BOYD, et al, 104 So. 2d 489. Decided February 12, 1958, rehearing 
granted July 30, 1958 to correct minor errors in the opinion. 

The commission's order in this case was reversed by the Supreme 
Court based on the holding that while the commission has jurisdic- 
tion to originally impose restrictions as to area of operations of an 
auto transportation company, the commission cannot later elim- 
inate such restrictions without a hearing and proof that public 
convenience and necessity require the broadening of the provisions 
of the certificate and the extension of service to be rendered there- 
under. 

STATE EX BEL FLORIDA RAILROAD AND PUBLIC UTILITIES 
COMMISSION, et al, v. HUGH M. TAYLOR, etc. Decided by 
District Court of Appeal, Mrst District July 28, 1968, rehearing 
denied September 12, 1958, 104 So. 2d 745 

11 
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This is an original prohibition proceeding brought by the State 
of Florida on relation of the Commission, the City of Tallahassee, 
and several other cities, based on the contention that Circuit Judge 
Taylor lacked jurisdiction to enter an injunction restraining the 
commission from enforcing its order which vacated a temporary 
increase in telephone rates, previously granted by the commission to 
Southeastern Telephone Company. In denying the writ, the Court 
of Appeal held that the allegations in the suggestions for writ of 
prohibition failed to state a prima facie case because of the failure 
to show that the Circuit Judge lacked jurisdiction of the suit or that 
he exceeded his jurisdiction by his actions in said suit. The Court 
pointed out that the remedy for the correction of errors made by the 
lower court in the exercise of Its jurisdiction is by appeal, or petition 
for writ of certiorari to a higher court as may be provided for in the 
applicable statute's constitutional provisions or rules. 

BOYD, et al v. SOUTHEASTERN TELEPHONE COMPANY, 105 So. 

2d 889. Decided by the District Court of Appeal, First District 
October 28, 1958, rehearing denied November 14, 1958. 

This is an appeal by the Commission, the City of Tallahassee, 
and others from the Circuit Court of Leon County, and involves the 
same injunction order which was under attack in the prohibition 
proceeding above referred to. In this case the District Court of 
Appeal reversed the Circuit Judge and held that the commission 
has power on its own motion, or on request, to correct or amend 
an order still under its control without notice and hearing to inter- 
ested parties. The Court also held in this case that the withholding 
by the commission of permission temporarily to increase rates 
charged by a telephone company, pending administrative process 
contemplated by law, cannot be considered as a confiscation of the 
telephone company's property in violation of its constitutional 
rights. 

CENTRAL TRUCK LINES, et al v. BOYD et al, 106 So. 2d 547 

Decided by the Supreme Court November 21, 1958. 

The commission's order under attack In this case granted Rail- 
way Express Agency a certificate of public convenience and neces- 
sity as a matter of right and without a public hearing under the 
provisions of Sec. 323.26, Florida Statutes. Several months after 
the commission's order was Issued, interested truck lines filed a 
petition with the commission to reopen said proceedings and vacate 
the order in question. The Supreme Court held that the order 
actually under attack was the one which granted the certificate 
more than eight months prior to the date on which the petition for 
certiorari was filed with the Supreme Court, and that as a result the 
Supreme Court did not have jurisdiction under applicable rules and 
statutes requiring such petitions to be filed within sixty days after 
entry of the order in question. 
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STATE OF FLORIDA ex rel FLORIDA RAILROAD AND PUBLIC 
UTILITII-S COMMISSION, etc ». JOHN H. INGALLS. 106 SO. 
2d 570. Decided by District Court of Appeal, Second District, 

October 29, 1958, rehearing denied December 11, 1958. 

The basic holding in this case by the District Court of Appeal 
is that motor carrier operations must be bona fide and conducted 
in good faith without a shadow of subterfuge or attempted evasion 
of the letter or obligation of the law requiring certificates of public 
convenience and necessity by common carriers and that any plan 
or scheme whether by purported lease, agency, or other device dis- 
guising the true nature of the transportation, will be of no avail 
for that purpose. 

In the following cases, Commission orders were affirmed by the 
Supreme Court, but without an opinion:

Teague v. King, 101 So. 2d 152 



Engineering Department 

The Engineering Department maintains current tariff files on all 
regulated electric and gas utilities, telephone and telegraph companies 
and is further assigned responsibility for rate, service and safety matters 
in connection with the regulation of such utilities. In the performance 
of its duties the departmental staff makes periodic inspections to insure 
the utilities are providing safe and adequate service, investigates com- 
plaints, makes analyses of tariff filings and rate changes, assists in the 
preparation of commission service standards and participates in the 
various proceedings before the commission. 

GENERAL 

The phenomenal growth in population experienced in recent years 
continues unabated and this circumstance, together with substantial in- 
creases in the overall economy of the State, presents to the several utili- 
ties a constant challenge to meet the ever -increasing demands for utility 
service of all types. Despite the attainment of new peaks in utility expan- 
sion programs the plateau is not yet in sight and projected construction 
budgets continue at high levels, particularly in the telephone and electric 
utility industry. 

NUMBER OF UTILITIES 

Under applicable statutes this commission is vested with regulatory 
authority over investor -owned electric and gas utilities (excluding REA 
cooperatives and LPG companies), telephone and telegraph companies. 
The number of regulated utilities at year end was substantially the same 
as the previous year and are listed, by types, in the following tabulation:

INFORMAL COMPLAINTS 

Customers taking service from utilities operating under the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission may and do file informal complaints in the event 
of dissatisfaction with such service. 

These complaints usually involve matters relating to such items as rates 
and charges, billing practices, tariff provisions, conditions of service, 
measurement of service and extension of service facilities. These matters 
are usually handled on an informal basis through investigation and/or 
analysis by the Engineering Department. After investigation of the fac- 
tors involved a recommendation is issued to the parties concerned for an 
equitable disposition of the complaint. If the informal procedure fails to 
provide a solution, either party may petition the commission for formal 
proceeding. During the year the department received, investigated and 
processed such complaints as set out in the following tabulation:

ELECTRIC SECTION 

The growth of the State continues to be reflected in the growth of the 
five privately -owned electric utility companies under the jurisdiction of 
this commission. 

The year-end reports of these companies indicated a cumulative growth 
record as follows :

Inspections by this commission resulted in the retirement of 46,986 KW 
in antiquated steam and diesel generating equipment this year. For their 
last full year of operation, the 1957 Annual Report recorded the gross 
cost of this utility plant as $1,930,970. This figure, depreciated, would be 
removed from the rate base and an operating expense of $90,024 would 
be eliminated. 



GAS SECTION 

At the end of the calendar year this commission exercised jurisdiction 
over 7 gas public utilities which, through 12 operating divisions, was 
providing service to some 129,000 customers in 38 incorporated and con- 
tiguous areas. Substantial changes may be expected in the gas utility 
industry with the advent of natural gas. 
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There were two major changes in the regulated gas industry during 
the year. The first of these was a merger of two of the larger utilities, viz: 
the Peoples Water and Gas Company and the Tampa Gas Company, 
into the Peoples Gas System, Inc.. which will henceforth be operated as 
the East Coast Division and the West Coast Division respectively. The 
second major change saw the acquisition by the Houston Corporation of 
the gas properties of the Florida Power & Light Company at Daytona 
Beach, Lakeland and Miami, the Orlando division of the South Atlantic 
Gas Company, and the Triangle Gas Company operating in Eustis, Mt. 
Dora and Umatilla. 

Substantial strides toward the introduction of natural gas in Florida 
were made during the year. Armed with a Certificate authorized by FPC 
Opinion No. 301, the Houston Texas Gas ana Oil Corporation completed 
arrangements for financing on August 29th and actual construction 
started approximately two weeks later. By year end the construction 
program was well under way with initial deliveries tentatively scheduled 
on or about June 1, 1959. 

TELEPHONE SECTION 

The unabated expansion of Florida's population and overall economy 
during the past several years has resulted in continuing large demands 
for fast and reliable communication services. Despite construction pro- 
grams which have reached record levels during the past two years there 
remained 10,024 unfilled applications for service held at year end as com- 
pared with 11,090 at Dec. 31, 1957. This held order total should be viewed 
in conjunction with the fact that there was an increase of 150,197 stations 
during this twelve-month period. 

During the year 7 central offices, serving a total of 26,705 stations, 
were converted to dial operation. At year end telephone service was being 
provided through 196 exchanges of which there remained 7 offices, serving 
approximately 16,000 stations, yet to be converted to dial operation. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 365. Florida Statutes, the commission, 
in conjunction with the office of the Attorney General, received, investi- 
gated and processed approximately 140 applications for private wire 
service. 



Transportation Department 

The Transportation Department is charged with the duty of enforcing 
the statutes and rules relating to intrastate motor and rail transportation 
in Florida. Since most of the enforcement activity is performed in the 
field, this department maintains field offices in Miami, Jacksonville, Win- 
ter Park, Tampa, and Pensacola. 

All commission investigators and supervisors have the power of dep- 
uty sheriffs at large and in the course of their work made 744 arrests 
and issued 796 citations during 1958 for violation of the law or commis- 
sion rules. Constant alertnes by the enforcement personnel is vital for 
effective control of illegal motor carrier operations in the State. 

The lack of uniform regulatory rules among and between the several 
states has been a handicap to effective regulation. The Director of the 
Transportation Department was very active during 1958 in affecting more 
uniform rules. Due to his interest and knowledge in this field, the Direc- 
tor was elected President of the newly formed National Conference of 
State Transportation Specialists. One of the major goals of this con- 
ference will be the establishment of more uniform regulation of motor 
transportation throughout the United States.

The commission employs one railroad inspector who performs periodic 
inspections of railroad equipment, right-of-way and station facilities to 
insure safety and sanitation for the traveling public. The inspector also 
analyzes ail petitions for exemption from the commission's close clearance 
rules and reports his findings. 

The following table indicates the inspection activities of the railroad 
inspector during 1958.

In addition, the inspector conducted 44 separate investigations involving 
rail matters. 

The railroads in Florida reported 178 accidents during the year In which 
75 persons were killed and 90 persons injured. The property loss and 
damage caused by these accidents totaled $706,503.26. 



Tariff Department 



The Tariff Department maintains a tariff flle consisting of approxi- 
mately 600 freight and passenger fare tariffs applicable over railroads and 
motor vehicle transportation companies under the jurisdiction of the 
commission. It is delegated authority to conduct investigations and ap- 
prove or disapprove Informally revisions in these tariffs. 

The department must be prepared to participate in formal hearings 
before this commission and the Interstate Commerce Commission covering 
rate matters that effect Florida carriers or shippers. Authority to pass 
judgment upon freight claims and act as arbitrator between the complain- 
ant and the carrier in the event they disagree is exercised by the de- 
partment. 

The Tariff Department maintains an informal docket file covering 
applications or complaints which after investigation are settled without 
a commission hearing. This is a special procedure under which cases 
can be handled without the formality of witnesses having to appear and 
give testimony in person. 

During the calendar year of 1958 this department handled 151 rail- 
road petitions informally. It also adjusted 82 motor vehicle rate cases 
on its informal docket.

The director of this department has been a member of the Special 
Grain Rate Committee since it was instituted before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Docket 31874 during the year 1954. I.C.C. Docket 
31874 as of January 1, 1959, consisted of more than 1,000 exhibits and the 
record now stands in excess of 10,000 pages. It is hoped that formal order 
will be forthcoming from the I.C.C. sometime during the year 1959. 

During each year there is received a considerable volume of miscel- 
laneous correspondence having to do with various phases of transporta- 
tion which has the effect of either Increasing or decreasing service to the 
shipper. The Tariff Department acts as a clearing house for all of these. 
Numerous proposed rate adjustments reaching this department for han- 
dling are amended during the course of informal investigation. Other 
cases are withdrawn or abandoned. No detail record Is kept of such 
matters. In the aggregate these represent about 30 per cent of the 
workload.
